RAILROAD RATES. 


The Trunk Line Association, the New England Passenger 
Association and the Eastern Canadian Association have each 
made a rate of one fare and three-fifths on the certificate 
plan, on a basis of an attendance of 100 people, paying full 
fare going, and obtaining a certificate to that effect. (See 
below as to obtaining certificates, ete.) 

These associations include all the roads east of Buffalo 
and north of the State of Virginia. 

The Central Passenger Association has granted a rate of 
one fare and one-half, on the certificate plan, but on a basis 
of 1,000 present with certificates, under the rules laid down 
below. This association includes the territory west and south 
of Buffalo as far as the Mississippi River. 

The Western and the Southeastern Passenger Associations 
decline to grant any special reduced rates, but refer dele- 
gates to their regular summer excursion rates, which will be 
in effect in June, and which, in some cases, are lower than 
the fare and three-fifths granted by the Trunk Lines, ete. 
The same holds true of the Southwestern Excursion Bureau 
and the Transcontinental Lines. 

It therefore becomes highly desirable that every delegate 
from the East and the Middle West shall secure a certificate 
when purchasing a ticket. In arriving at the number of 
1,000 the Central Passenger Association’s agent will count 
all certificates from the other associations’ territory. 
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INSTRUCTIONS AS TO OBTAINING CERTIFICATES 


The following are the instructions issued by the Trunk Line 
Association. They apply also to the Central Passenger Associa- 
tion territory, except that the number required to make the 
reduction effective is 1,000 instead of 100, and that the return 
fare is one-half instead of three-fifths of the full single fare: 


1—Tickets at the regular full one-way first-class fare for 
the going journey may be secured within three days (exclusive 
of Sunday) prior to and during the first three days of the meet- 
ing. The announced opening date of the meeting is June 9, and 
the closing date is June 16; consequently you can obtain 
your going ticket and certificate not earlier than June 5, nor 
later than June 11. Be sure that, when purchasing your going 
ticket, you request a certificate. Do not make the mistake of 
asking for a receipt. 


2—Present yourself at the railroad station for ticket and cer- 
tificate at least thirty minutes before departure of train on 
which you will begin your journey. 

3—Certificates are not kept at all stations. If you inquire 
at your home station, you can ascertain whether certificates and 
through tickets can be obtained to place of meeting. If not 
obtainable at your home station, the agent will inform you at 
what station they can be obtained. You can in such case pur- 
chase a local ticket thence, and there purchase through ticket 
and secure certificate to place of meeting. 


4—-Immediately on your arrival at the meeting present your 
certificate to the endorsing officer, Alexander Johnson. 

5—It has been arranged that the Special Agent of the Trunk 
Line Association will be in attendance from June 11 to 15 in- 
clusive, from 9 a. m. to 6 p. m., to validate certificates. A fee of 
25 cents will be charged at the meeting for each certificate vali- 
dated. If you arrive at the meeting and leave for home again 
prior to the Special Agent’s arrival, or if you arrive at the meet- 
ing later than June 15, after the Special Agent has left, you 
cannot have your certificate validated, and consequently you 
will not get the benefit of the reduction on the home journey. 
No refund of fare will be made on account of failure to have 
certificate validated. 

6—So' as to prevent disappointment, it must be understood 
that the reduction on the return journey is not guaranteed, but 
is contingent on an attendance at the meeting of not less than 
100 persons holding regularly issued certificates (and as to the 
Central Association 1,000) obtained from ticket agents at start- 
ing points, showing payment of regular full one-way first-class 
fare of not less than 75 cents on going journey. 

7—If the necessary minimum of certificates are presented 
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to the Special Agent, and your certificate is duly validated, you 
will be entitled up to and including June 19 to a continuous 
passage ticket by the same route over which you made the going 
journey, at three-fifths (or in Central Association territory one- 
half) of the regular one-way first-class fare to the point at 


which your certificate was issued.
